ers in the city, Almost all the money 
now in artears was collectable and he 
would not like the impression 
abroad that the money could not be col- 
lected. 

Reports of Officials. 

City Solicitor Jamieson reported on the 
appeal of the city of Strathcona in the 
judgment of the District Court quashing 
the weigh scales bylaw. The appeal was 
dismissed by the court en banc and costs 
amounting to $52.87 taxed against the 
city, 

City Auditor Kinnaird reported on the 
progtess of the audit of the city books. 
He hoped to have a complete audit at 
the same time that he audited the as- 
sessment roll. 

Money Bylaw Paseed. 

A bylaw to provide for a temporary 
loan of $7,719.42 from the Imperial Bank 
pending the sale of @ebentures under by- 
law No, 907 was passed. This money is 
to pay the balance for certain properties 
bought from the C. & E. Townsite Co, 
It will be repaid to the bank when the 
debentures are sold. 

A-bylaw to provide for the borrowing 
of $8019.86 under similar circumstances 
was also passed. 

The license bylaw was left over until 
next meeting. 

Some Questions. 

Ald. Richards inquired if the council 
had considered the advisability of pur. 
chasing property in the east and west 
end of the city for sub stations for the 
fire department. 

The mayor thought tgat locations now 
picked might be far from the proper 
ones as the city grew. 

Other members of the council treated 
the matter as a joke but Ald. Richards 
protested that even now it was danger- 
ous to the business parts of the city when 
the brigade was called to outlying s#ec- 
tions. 

Ald. Richards inguired how the engi- 
neer was getting on in his new sewer 
proposals for the south and east end of 
the city. The engineer replied he would 
not be able to report before the end of 
the month. 

Ald. Lendrum said it was more neces- 
sary to have a sewer in the west end to 
drain the lake in the southwest. 

In answer to a question Ald. Bush said 
that a joint committee of the council 
und the Board of Trade would meet the 
provincial government this week to ask 
for a grant for Mill Creek bridge. 

Meney for Park Improvement. 

Notice was given by Ald. Tipton of n 
resolution that a bylaw be submitted 
for $2,000 to improve the city parks dur- 
ing the present year. 

Ald. Bush proposed a motion that pav- 
ing for the year be advertised as fol- 
lows: One east and one west of the pres- 
ent paving. On Whyte avenue, one 
block north and one south of Whyte 
avenue on First street east; one block 
north and ope block south of Whyte 
avenue on Main street, This makes a 
total of six blocks. 

Ald. Bush said the paving in its total 
area was about the same ae last year. 
He was approached by the representative 
of the Biyhulithic company several days 


t} ago and was assured that the work 


would be dono cheaper this year than 
last dispite the fact that cement was 
dearer than last. 

Mayor Ouggan Objects. 

Mayor Duggan thought if this paving 
was to be done the city should wait till 
it was petitioned for. He was in favor 
of paving on First street east to the sta- 
tion but more than that he did not ap- 
prove until it waa petitioned for. 

Other alderman thought the paving 
should be advertised and if the property 
owners then objected they could do so. 

Ald. Duggan here left the chair and 
moved in amendment to Ald. Bush’s mo- 
tian that First street east to the station 
he advertised for pavement and the coun- 
cil put itself on record as in favor of 
the other pavement if it is asked for by 
petition, The motion was seconded by 
Ald. Lendrum. 

“I do not believe in any such tyranni- 


cal proceedings,” said Ald. Lendrum in 


referring to Ald.
